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GENERAL  REVIEW.

George  Armour.  Esq.,  President  : 

A  review  of  the  business  of  Chicago  for  the  past  year  presents  many  features  of 
encouragement,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  business  generally  throughout  this 
country,  and,  indeed,  in  most  parts  of  the  civilized  world,  has  been  suffering  from  stag- 
nation produced  from  causes  which  act  directly  upon  the  commercial  relations  of  all,  to 
a  greater  or  less  extent,  but  which  mainly  affect  those  countries  most  prominent  in 
commercial  traffic.  Many  of  these  causes  are  so  patent  as  to  be  recognized  by  all  intel- 
ligent observers,  prominent  among  which  may  be  noted  a  reaction  from,  or  checking  up, 
of  the  marked  tendency  of  the  age  to  extravagant  expenditures  in  every  direction,  and 
the  pressing  of  credits,  both  private  and  public,  beyond  the  limits  of  prudence  or  sound 
financial  economy.  Also  the  vast  waste  of  substance  resulting  from  the  prosecution  of 
gigantic  military  operations  in  this  and  other  countries,  making  necessary,  burdensome 
taxation  to  meet  obligations  incurred  in  sustaining  the  governments  involved,  and  which 
fall  with  great  severity  upon  a  people  whose  private  resources  have  been  depleted 
in  various  ways  in  connection  with  the  struggle.  During  the  progress  and  for  a  few 
years  succeeding  our  own  national  difficulties,  a  marked  degree  of  apparent  prosperity 
attended  the  prosecution  of  agricultural,  manufacturing  and  commercial  pursuits  at  the 
North ;  so  that  many  seemed  to  have  conceived  the  idea  that  a  condition  of  war  and  im- 
mense governmental  expenditures  was  on  the  whole  an  advantage  to  the  people ;  the  fact 
that  all  the  resources  of  the  government  to  sustain  these  outlays  must  be  drawn  from  the 
people  themselves  being  lost  sight  of  or  ignored.  The  time  has  now  arrived  when  the  other 
side  of  this  question  presents  itself  to  the  consideration  of  all,  and  while  the  govern- 
ment has  ceased  the  work  of  destroying  its  own  substance,  and  fails  to  furnish  employ- 
ment to  the  immense  army  of  dependants  it  had  called  into  the  public  service,  it 
continues  in  a  multitude  of  ways  its  calls  to  make  good  the  destruction  of  the  past ;  and 
however  necessary  we  may  deem  that  destruction  to  have  been,  the  payment  of  its  cost 
is  none  the  less  embarrassing  and  oppressive.  The  various  forms  in  which  these  govern- 
mental demands  are  made — many  of  them  being  presented  so  indirectly  that  we  scarce 
realize  the  true  source  from  whence  they  come  —  has  resulted  in  large  measure  in  para- 
lyzing industry,  impairing  credit,  and  if  not  producing  actual  distress,  at  least  creating 
loud  complaints  of  the  "  hardness  of  the  times,"  and  despondency  and  gloom  in  all  the 
business  relations  of  the  people.  Comparatively  few  of  the  people  seem  to  realize  that 
the  late  war  so  disorganized  and  disarranged  the  industries  of  the  country  that  we 
could  not  in  ten  years  have  readjusted  them  to  the  new  order  of  affairs,  and  hence  are  seek- 
ing for  other  explanations  to  account  for  the  late  depressions.  These  are  not  wanting  to 
the  merely  superficial  observer.  And  we  are  told  that  the  present  stagnation  in  business 
is  the  result  of  overproduction  in  all  branches  of  industry,  and  to  the  shock  credit  has 
received  from  the  expose  and  collapse  of  a  multitude  of  reckless  enterprises ;  but  it  is 

far  fetched  idea  to  attribute  all  of  these  to  the  derangement  of  all  our  industries, 
conse^ent  upon  the  condition  of  the  country  from  1861  to  1866.  Credit  had  become 
cheap ,/and  speculations  had  been  carried  forward  with  unparalleled  vigor  and  bold- 
ness.yand  a  large  portion  of  the  people  had  launched  theniselves  upon  a  turbulent  sea 
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without  rudder  or  compass,  in  a  measure,  reckless  of  consequences,  but  in  the  hope 
that  they  might  by  some  means  reach  the  shore  before  the  storm  broke  upon  them. 
This  many  failed  to  do,  and  hence  the  wrecks  so  manifest  on  every  hand,  and  the  wail 
that  reaches  our  ears  of  blasted  hopes  and  disappointed  expectations.  After  the  smoke 
of  our  domestic  combat  had  cleared  away,  and  we  were  able  to  canvass  the  whole  situa- 
tion, it  was  found  that  scarcely  less  than  five  thousand  millions  of  dollars  had  been 
expended,  and  very  largely  utterly  destroyed,  in  the  prosecution  of  the  struggle  ;  to  say 
nothing  of  the  waste  and  loss  to  that  portion  of  the  country  arrayed  in  hostility  against 
the  government.  A  portion  of  this  had  been  paid  as  the  con+  .st  progressed,  but  there 
remained  over  three  thousand  millions  of  dollars  due  by  the  general  government, 
besides  vast  sums  due  from  State  and  municipal  governments.  These  debts  or  that  por- 
tion still  remaining  must  all  be  paid  by  the  people  sooner  or  later ;  for  the  present  at 
least  the  interest  must  be  promptly  met  as  it  matures,  making  a  constant  drain  upon 
the  resources  of  the  country,  and  producing  a  system  of  taxation  oppressive  to  a  degree 
hitherto  unknown  to  our  people. 

The  people  of  the  United  States  will  not  seek  to  ignore  or  in  any  degree  repudiate 
these  sacred  obligations,  but  as  they  come  to  fully  realize  the  weighty  import  of  their 
character  will  adjust  their  views  to  accepting  and  bearing  the  burden  as  best  they  may, 
exercising  the  same  economy  and  industry  that  a  prudent,  honest  individual  should,  who 
in  some  moment  of  financial  calamity  has  mortgaged  his  possessions,  but  who,  desiring 
still  to  preserve  his  credit  and  his  manhood,  concentrates  all  his  energies  to  repairing 
the  losses  of  the  past,  and  not  recognizing  any  special  blessing  in  being  incumbered  by 
debt,  seeks  by  rigid  economy  and  a  wise  use  of  the  resources  and  ability  he  has,  to  be 
relieved  from  that  debt  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that,  as  we 
are  about  entering  upon  the  second  century  of  our  national  existence,  we  may  adopt 
some  new  views  touching  our  public  and  private  habits  of  expenditure,  and  especially 
that  we  may,  in  tones  of  no  uncertain  sound,  demand  of  our  public  servants  a  more 
faithful  discharge  of  their  trusts,  and  that  they  see  to  it  that  the  people's  substance  is 
not  wasted,  and  that  rigid  economy  pervades  every  department  of  the  public  service. 

While  the  depression  and  stagnation  before  alluded  to  has  been  severely  felt  in  all 
departments  of  business  in  this  city  and  the  Northwest,  it  is  an  admitted  fact  that  our 
section  has  suffered  less  than  those  east  or  south  of  us,  and  a  very  fair  degree  of  pros- 
perity has  prevailed  among  the  people  of  both  city  and  country.  The  agricultural  crops, 
which  lie  at  the  very  basis  of  our  prosperity,  have  as  a  rule  been  reasonably  good,  and 
have  found  a  market  at  remunerative  prices,  prices  which  have  at  least  yielded  as  large 
a  return  for  the  labor  bestowed  upon  them  as  any  other  branch  of  industry.  It  is  a 
special  source  of  congratulation  that  the  vast  area  of  rich  agricultural  country  lying 
west  and  southwest  of  us,  which  for  the  two  previous  years  was  scourged  by  a  visitation 
of  grasshoppers,  or  more  properly  locusts,  and  which  seriously  threatened  the  very 
existence  of  a  population  there,  has  been  entirely  relieved  from  that  visitation  the  past 
year,  and  crops  of  surpassing  bounty  have  been  garnered  where  last  year  all  was  de- 
stroyed and  the  people  were  subjects  of  public  charity. 

Commercial  pursuits  have  been  prosecuted  in  this  city  with  generally  satisfactory 
results,  and  probably  in  no  one  of  the  large  cities  of  the  country  has  there  been  more 
of  activity  in  trade,  or  a  better  percentage  of  profit  realized.  We  have  somewhat 
missed  the  bustling  activities  of  former  years  when  the  measure  of  business  transacted 
by  our  merchants  was  only  limited  by  their  physical  ability  to  perform  it,  and  we  have 
more  frequently  heard  the  expression  that  "  times  are  hard  and  business  is  dull."  The 
volume  of  general  mercantile  business,  though  probably  less  in  value,  has,  in  the  aggre- 
gate of  goods  handled,  been  larger  than  ever  before,  and  the  number  of  houses  engaged 
in  its  prosecution  are  largely  increased.     A  notable  feature  in  the  mercantile  trade  is 
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the  establishment  in  this  city  of  numerous  branch  houses  or  agencies  of  reputable 
establishments  in  eastern  cities  and  of  manufactories.  Rents  and  general  expenses  have 
greatly  diminished  in  cost,  which  enables  our  merchants  to  compete  more  advantageously 
with  other  cities.  Manufacturing  establishments  of  every  description  continue  to  mul- 
tiply in  our  midst,  and  manufacturing  has  now  come  to  be  considered  as  one  of  our  most 
important  interests,  giving  employment  to  probably  twenty-five  or  thirty  per  cent  more 
operatives  than  in  1873,  when  a  careful  computation  developed  as  employed  in  manu- 
facturing pursuits  over  45,000  operatives.  The  facilities  developed  within  the  past  few 
years  for  procuring  desirable  and  cheap  fuel  has  greatly  stimulated  the  establishment 
of  manufacturing  enterprises,  and  the  field  still  invites  new  and  enlarged  competitions 
in  this  department  of  industry. 

As  illustrating  the  business  advantages  of  this  city,  and  as  matter  of  valuable  in- 
formation not  only  to  our  own  citizens  but  to  strangers,  reference  is  here  made  to  a 
report  —  to  be  found  in  the  appendix  to  this  volume,  —  which  was  prepared  with  great 
care  by  an  able  committee  of  practical  business  gentlemen  under  your  appointment,  to 
reply  to  interrogatories  propounded  by  the  director  of  the  United  States  mint,  touching 
the  advantages  presented  by  this  city  for  the  location  of  a  branch  mint.  This  report  is 
so  exhaustive  of  the  subject,  and  presents  it  in  so  comprehensive  a  form,  that  it  is  deemed 
worthy  a  place  in  a  treatise  like  this. 

The  trade  in  lumber  has  exceeded  that  of  any  previous  year,  save  only  1872,  the  year 
immediately  succeeding  our  great  fire.  The  receipts  have  been  1,147,193,433  feet  and 
of  shingles  635,708,120.  Prices  have  ruled  low,  as  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the 
current  rates  prevailing  as  exhibited  in  a  schedule  herewith.  The  trade  has  been  con- 
tent with  a  small  margin  of  profit,  but  on  the  whole,  considering  the  large  amount  of 
stock  thrown  upon  the  market,  the  result  has  been  as  satisfactory  as  could  have  been 
expected. 

The  amount  of  agricultural  productions  finding  its  way  to  market  through  this  city 
has  been  considerably  less  in  volume  than  in  1874,  but,  owing  to  higher  prices  prevailing, 
its  aggregate  value  is  considerably  increased.  A  careful  estimate  of  the  value  of  the 
shipments  from  this  city  of  the  products  of  the  farm  may  be  safely  stated  as  being  as 
follows :

It  is  not  intended  to  claim  that  the  above  represents  values  as  established  by  sales  in 
this  city,  as  a  large  percentage  merely  passes  through  the  city  on  its  way  to  other  mar- 
kets without  sale  at  this  point.  This  particularly  applies  to  flour  and  wool,  both  of 
which  are  largely  consigned  through  —  the  latter  from  the  far  West  and  Southwest  — 
and  should  not  in  any  sense  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  trade  of  this  city.  On  the 
other  hand,  it  is  true  that  large  amounts  of  agricultural  products,  especially  grain,  is 
sold  in  this  market  which  in  its  transit  does  not  pass  through  the  city  at  all,  being 
transported  by  railway  lines  which  do  not  touch  the  city.  And  again  such  portions  as 
are   consumed   in   the  city  do  not  enter  into   the  estimate  in   the  above   statement. 
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The  statement  does,  however,  develop  in  reasonably  accurate  form  the  value  of  these 
products  realized  by  the  West  on  such  as  pass  through  this  city. 

In  somewhat  of  detail,  though  briefly,  the  trade  in  some  of  the  leading  articles  may 
be  summarized  as  follows : 

FLOUR. 

The  receipts  have  been  a  trifle  less  than  in  1874,  aggregating  2,625,883  barrels  against 
2,666,679  barrels  the  previous  year.  This  may  be  accounted  for  by  the  large  diversion 
of  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin  flour  through  Milwaukee  and  thence  across  the  lake  to  the 
railway  line  running  eastward,  which  has  made  freight  rates  lower  than  Chicago  lines 
would  accept.  Prices  have  averaged  about  the  same  as  in  1874,  which  indicates  a  less 
profit  to  the  miller,  as  the  prices  of  good  milling  wheat  have  averaged  somewhat  higher. 
The  general  trade  has  been  unsatisfactory,  and  beyond  that  for  local  consumption,  sales 
have  generally  been  difficult  to  negotiate.  Winter  wheat  flours  since  the  last  harvest, 
owing  to  the  injured  condition  of  a  large  part  of  the  wheat,  have  been  less  sought  for, 
and  for  the  better  class  of  private  consumption  have  been  largely  superseded  by  the 
"  Minnesota  patents,"  which  have  attained  a  high  degree  of  excellence  and  popularity. 

WHEAT. 

Our  receipts  of  wheat  for  the  year  have  been  24,206,370  bushels,  a  falling  off"  of  over 
Ave  and  a  half  millions  from  the  previous  year.  The  crop  of  1874  proved  to  have  been 
considerably  less  than  that  of  the  previous  year  in  those  sections  from  whence  the  sup- 
plies at  Chicago  have  been  received,  our  receipts  from  it  being  over  9,000,000  bushels  less 
than  from  the  crop  of  1873.  The  receipts  from  January  1  to  August  1,  1875,  were  four 
million  bushels  below  the  corresponding  time  in  1874.  The  crop  of  spring  wheat  grown 
in  1875  promised  well  until  the  time  of  harvesting,  when  damp  and  unfavorable  weather 
set  in,  doing  great  damage  to  it  while  in  shock,  and  greatly  impairing  its  value,  as  shown 
by  the  large  percentage  which  has  been  inspected  into  the  lower  grades.  Owing  to  the  ex- 
cess of  these  lower  grades,  the  difference  in  price  between  them  and  the  higher  ones  has 
gradually  widened,  until  the  ordinary  diflFerence  has  more  than  doubled,  as  shown  by  the 
prices  of  the  several  grades  at  the  beginning  and  close  of  the  year.  No.  2  spring  opened 
at  about  90  cents,  and  receded  to  about  84  cents  in  February,  from  which  point  the  mar- 
ket rallied  with  various  fluctuations  until  it  reached  128 J  cents  in  July.  Since  the  first 
of  August  prices  have  gradually  declined,  closing  at  about  95  cents.  No.  3  spring  opened 
about  5@6  cents  below  No.  2  ;  but  by  the  close  of  the  year,  that  difference  had  increased 
to  17@18  cents.  Rejected  spring  opened  6@7  cents  below  No.  3,  but  closed  at  12@  14 
cents  below  that  grade.  The  winter  wheat  crop  in  sections  south  of  the  line  from  whence 
wheat  is  shipped  to  this  market,  was  damaged  in  harvesting  to  a  greater  extent  than 
was  the  spring  wheat  crop,  a  large  portion  of  it  being  entirely  unfit  for  flouring,  and  a 
very  small  percentage  really  sound  wheat.  The  demand  for  export  to  Europe  was  less 
during  the  first  half  of  the  year  than  in  1874 ;  during  the  last  half,  it  has  been  much  the 
same  in  volume ;  the  aggregate  of  shipments  from  Atlantic  ports  for  the  whole  year, 
however,  falls  some  10.000,000  below  that  of  1874. 

CORN. 

The  receipts  of  corn  at  this  point  have  also  largely  fallen  oflf,  being  less  in  1875  tnan 
in  any  year  since  1870.  The  aggregate  is  28,341,150  bushels  against  35,799,638  bushels 
in  1874. 

The  last  several  years  previous  to  1874  have,  it  will  be  borne  in  mind,  produced 
unprecedented  crops  of  corn  in  the  Northwest,  and  each  new  garnering  of  a  crop  has 
only  added  to  immense  stocks  of  its  predecessor  still  undisposed  of ;  so  that  until  the 
autumn  of  1874  there  was  a  vast  amount  of  it  in  the  producers'  hands.     At  that  time,  it 


-was  believed  the  old  stocks  were  more  nearly  exhausted  than  for  several  years  previous, 
and  later  developments  have  justified  that  supposition.  The  crop  of  1874  was  a  fair  one, 
though  less  than  the  previous  two  or  three  years,  and  began  arriving  early  and  freely  , 
but  by  June  it  began  to  be  apparent  that  the  supply  was  being  exhausted,  and  although 
prices  were  higher  by  nearly  ten  cents  per  bushel  than  at  the  corresponding  time  in 
1874,  yet  during  May,  June  and  July,  the  months  when  corn  usually  moves  the  most 
freely,  our  receipts  were  over  8,000,000  bushels  less  than  in  the  corresponding  month  of 
1874.  The  crop  of  1875  appears  to  be  disappointing  most  careful  observers,  both  as  to 
its  quantity  and  quality.  It  had  the  disadvantage  of  an  excess  of  moisture  during  a 
good  portion  of  the  growing  season,  which  tended  to  an  increase  of  stalk  at  the  expense 
of  the  kernel,  and  matured  so  late  that  large  amounts  of  it  were  more  or  less  damaged 
by  frosts.  The  present  indications  point  to  a  very  moderate  supply  for  the  next  year, 
and  to  a  large  proportion  of  soft,  poor  corn.  Prices  ruled  considerably  higher  than  in 
1874,  until  about  the  middle  of  August,  since  which  they  have  been  less.  The  stock  in 
this  city  at  the  close  of  the  year  is  very  light. 

The  export  demand  for  Europe  has  been  substantially  the  same  as  in  1874.  It  is 
observable,  however,  that  the  shipments  from  New  York  have  been  less  by  over  five 
million  bushels,  while  from  other  Atlantic  ports,  mainly  Philadelphia  and  Baltimore, 
they  have  been  about  three  and  a  half  millions  more,  indicating  that  a  larger  proportion 
of  the  exports  were  drawn  from  the  more  southern  latitudes. 

OATS. 

The  receipts  of  oats  have  been  12,916,428  bushels,  against  13,901,235  bushels  in  1847 
Prices  during  the  first  half  of  the  year  ruled  considerably  above  those  of  1874.  Since 
the  first  of  September  they  have  been  less,  closing  over  twenty  cents  per  bushel  lower 
than  a  year  since.  The  general  average,  however,  considering  quantities  marketed,  has 
been  higher  than  the  previous  year.  The  crop  of  1875  was  generally  good  throughout 
the  country,  as  to  quantity,  and  moderately  fair  as  to  quality.  The  wet  weather  pre- 
vailing during  the  harvest  season  produced  some  damage,  but  not  of  a  very  serious 
character.  The  stock  on  hand  in  this  city  at  the  close  of  the  year  is  light,  but  not 
materially  different  from  a  year  since. 

RYE. 

The  receipts  have  been  699,583  bushels — nearly  100,000  bushels  less  than  the  pre- 
vious year.  A  very  large  percentage  of  this  grain  finding  its  way  to  this  market  is 
consumed  in  the  city,  the  shipments  being  only  310,592  bushels.  The  price  ranged  from 
90@115  from  January  1  to  August  1,  since  which  it  has  steadily  declined,  closing  at 
67@68  cents  per  bushel. 

BARLEY. 

The  receipts  of  barley  have  been  3,107,302  bushels,  over  500,000  bushels  of  which 
was  imported  from  Canada,  nearly  all  of  which  was  received  since  September  1.  The 
market  has  been  lifeless  during  most  of  the  year,  and  has  presented  few  features  to 
invite  speculation.  Prices,  as  in  the  case  of  other  grains,  advanced  to  about  midsum- 
mer, and  then  declined,  the  lowest  point  of  the  year  being  reached  at  its  close.  The 
lower  grades  are  in  little  demand,  brewers  preferring  the  better  qualities  even  at  an 
unusual  difference  in  price. 

LIVE   STOCK. 

The  receipts  of  cattle  for  the  year  have  been  920,843  against  843,966  in  1874,  which 
was  largely  in  excess  of  any  previous  year.  The  receipts  of  live  hogs  show  a  falling  off 
from  the  previous  year,  the  aggregate  being  3,912,110,  while  in  1874  they  were  4,259,629. 
<Jf  sheep  the  receipts  have  been  418,948. 
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The  value  of  the  live  stock  receipts  for  the  year,  as  computed  by  the  secretary  of  the 
Union  Stock  Yards  Co.,  was  as  follows  :

The  quality  of  the  stock  received  is  constantly  improving,  but  the  proportion  of  both 
cattle  and  hogs  sold  in  this  market  for  feeding  purposes  has  very  materially  increased 
within  the  past  few  years  and  notably  so  in  1875.  These  are  distributed  throughout 
the  States  of  Ohio,  Indiana,  Michigan,  and  some  still  further  east ;  while  not  a  few  are 
returned  over  the  same  railways  that  bring  them  to  this  city,  to  be  fattened  by  Illinois 
and  Wisconsin  farmers,  ar .:1  again  sent  to  this  market  for  sale  in  their  improved  condi- 
tion. The  average  weight  of  hogs  received  during  the  past  year  was  greater  than  those 
received  in  1874,  but  less  than  in  either  1873  or  1873.  A  notable  feature  in  the  move- 
ment of  hogs  to  this  city  is  the  large  relative  decrease  in  the  number  of  those  slaugh- 
tered in  the  country  and  sent  in  dressed,  as  shown  by  the  table,  herewith,  of  the  total 
movement  for  a  series  of  years.  Prices  of  both  cattle  and  hogs  have  ranged  higher  than 
in  1874,  that  of  hogs  has  averaged  fully  one  dollar  per  hundred  pounds  higher,  which 
has  rendered  the  crop  an  exceedingly  profitable  one.  The  current  prices  for  sheep  has 
ruled  much  the  same  as  in  1874. 

The  packing  of  hogs  at  this  point  has  spread  over  the  entire  year,  and  the  summer- 
packed  meats  have  so  grown  in  favor,  both  in  this  country  and  in  Europe,  that  it  seems 
probable  the  demand  for  them  will  be  extended  to  a  degree  that  will  justify  a  contin- 
uous prosecution  of  the  business  by  all  the  leading  packers,  without  the  intervention  of 
the  long  vacation  from  March  to  October  hitherto  observed.  The  hog  packing  of  the 
city  for  the  regular  season  of  1874-5,  November  1st  to  March  1st,  amounted  to  1,690,348 
head,  and,  including  the  October  packing,  aggregated  1,781,896  head,  being  largely  in 
excess  of  any  previous  year.  The  summer  packing  in  1874  amounted  to  354,820  head; 
and  in  1875  to  about  500,000  head.  The  packing  of  beef  considerably  increased  during 
the  past  two  years,  amounting  during  the  season  of  1874-5  to  41,192  head  ;  for  the  season 
now  in  progress  the  business  has  been  very  light,  considerably  below  that  of  last  year. 

The  shipment  of  dressed  beef  from  this  city  to  the  eastern  markets  has  grown  within 
the  past  few  years  to  a  very  important  traffic,  and  promises  still  to  largely  increase. 

The  low  price  ruling  at  the  present  time  for  corn,  taken  in  connection  with  the  high 
values  current  for  hogs,  is  undoubtedly  tending  to  keep  back  the  stocks  of  hogs  for  the 
purpose  of  securing  greater  weight,  and  the  packing  of  the  present  season  has  so  far 
fallen  below  that  of  either  of  the  past  two  years.  The  whole  number  packed  since 
November  1st  to  date  being  838,339  against  984,486  for  the  same  time  in  1874,  and  1,060,- 
668  in  1873.  It  is  scarcely  probable,  however,  that  the  aggregate  packing  of  the  whole 
season  will  fall  much,  if  any,  short  of  the  last. 

During  the  past  year  the  hogs  received  in  this  city  have  been  drawn  from  a  wider 
range  of  territory  than  ever  before,  large  numbers  being  consigned  from  Texas  and  the 
Indian  Territory,  and  it  seems  probable  that  a  large  and  increasing  traffic  in  this  branch 
of  commerce  will  grow  up  between  this  city  and  those  distant  points.  The  facilities  for 
the  accommodation  and  proper  handling  of  live  stock  have  been  greatly  improved  and 
increased  during  the  past  year.  The  Union  Stock  Yards  have  been  enlarged  and  the 
number  of  comfortable  pens  for  the  temporary  keeping  of  stock  greatly  increased. 
Arrangements  have  also  been  made  for  a  liberal  supply  of  water,  and  the  drainage  of 
the  yards  has  been  improved,  so  that  these  yards  now  are  ample  in  capacity  and  unsur- 
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passed  in  completeness  of  detail  for  the  accommodation  of  the  vast  business  transacted 
within  their  limits. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The  proper  limits  of  a  review  of  this  character  will  not  permit  extended  reference 
to  each  of  the  various  productions  which  are  largely  marketed  in  this  city,  and  which, 
are  poured  in  upon  us  from  the  vast  area  of  rich  agricultural  territory  of  which  the 
city  is  the  focus. 

The  trade  in  fruits,  vegetables,  seeds,  broom  corn,  hay,  butter  and  cheese,  poultry, 
wool,  hides,  and  the  various  other  products  of  the  farm,  has  been  large,  and  in  nearly 
every  item  has  been  steadily  and  largely  increasing  year  by  year.  It  is  worthy  of  note^ 
that  as  the  interior  becomes  more  thickly  settled  and  lands  increase  in  value,  the  West- 
ern farmer  to  a  considerable  extent  discards  a  dependence  on  the  grain  crops,  and  seeks 
to  produce  more  of  what  may  be  termed  the  minor  commodities,  but  which,  with  easy 
access  to  market,  are  found  to  be  the  more  profitable.  Thus,  we  have  seen  the  wheat 
belt  steadily  moving  westward  until  now  its  production,  even  in  northern  Illinois,  is- 
comparatively  insignificant,  and  by  no  means  regarded  as  a  principal  crop. 

The  manufacture  of  butter  and  cheese  in  several  counties  of  the  State  has  increased 
within  a  few  years  past  to  very  great  proportions,  and,  with  the  increase  of  production, 
has  also  come  a  vast  improvement  in  the  quality  of  these  articles.  Large  quantities  of 
the  dairy  products  of  Illinois  are  exported  to  Europe,  and  are  fast  establishing  a  reputa- 
tion abroad  that  promises  a  liberal  increase  in  that  branch  of  agricultural  industry. 

The  production  of  seeds,  especially  of  flax  seed,  has  largely  increased,  having  more 
than  trebled  since  1871.  The  damp  and  unfavorable  weather  during  the  season  of 
gathering  in  1875  somewhat  injured  the  seed  crop  of  this  State,  so  that  in  quality  much 
of  it  is  below  the  average  of  late  years. 

The  traffic  in  hay  has,  within  the  past  few  years,  materially  increased  in  this  city,  and 
is  shipped  very  largeljr  to  the  Eastern  markets.  The  crop  of  1875  at  the  East  was  good, 
and  hence  the  demand  for  shipment  has  been  only  moderate  during  the  latter  portion  of 
the  year. 

The  general  vegetable  crop  was  of  excellent  quality,  and  very  bountiful.  Fruits 
were  greatly  damaged  by  the  severity  of  the  last  winter,  and  this  city  was  largely 
dependent  on  those  brought  from  a  long  distance,  large  quantities  of  peaches  being 
brought  for  local  consumption  from  Delaware  and  Maryland. 

DIRECT   FOREIGN   TRADE. 

The  direct  import  and  export  trade  by  Chicago  merchants  has  increased  rapidly  dur- 
ing the  past  few  years.  The  full  extent  of  this  trade  cannot,  from  any  data  at  hand,  be 
accurately  determined;  but  sufficient  is  known  to  justify  the  conclusion  that  it  has 
been  prosecuted  to  a  much  greater  extwit  than  is  generally  supposed. 

Of  the  direct  imports  by  Chicago  merchants,  a  very  considerable  amount  is  passed 
through  the  custom-houses  at  the  seaboard,  and  duties  paid  there ;  hence  these  do  not 
appear  in  the  records  of  the  custom-house  in  this  city.  This  is  particularly  true  in 
regard  to  a  portion  of  the  past  year  when,  owing  to  unfavorable  rulings  of  the  Treasury 
Department  in  respect  to  the  appraisement  of  damages,  our  merchants  felt  unsafe  in 
ordering  their  goods  shipped  through  under  the  Direct  Importation  Act  of  1870,  and  for 
a  time  resumed  the  old  method  of  appraisement,  and  the  payment  of  duties  at  the  port 
of  first  arrival.  Notwithstanding  this  temporary  interruption  in  the  course  of  trade, 
duty  paying  goods  to  the  value  of  $3,844,384  have  been  passed  through  our  own  custom- 
house, and  in  addition  large  importations  of  free  goods,  including  45,907  half  chests  of 
tea,  mainly  via  San  Francisco,  and  53,911  packages  of  coffee,  have  been  imported  directly 
by  our  merchants.    Careful  estimates  of  the  value  of  importations  by  Chicago  merchants 
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in  1874,  placed  the  amount  at  $8,000,000  ;  in  1875  it  was  still  greater.  The  growth  of 
importations  has  not,  however,  kept  pace  with  the  direct  exports,  which  have  increased 
from  7,213  tons  in  1869  to  219,387  tons  in  1875,  not  including  a  considerable  amount  of 
property  of  various  kinds  exported  to  Canada,  or  such  as  is  shipped  from  this  city  for 
direct  export,  but  for  which  ocean  freights  are  to  be  arranged  for  at  the  seaboard.  The 
value  of  direct  exports  in  1875,  mainly  of  provisions  and  breadstuffs,  was  fully  $26,000,000, 
a  very  large  percentage  of  which  was  made  on  direct  orders  from  Great  Britain  and 
the  Continent.  Some  idea  of  the  magnitude  of  this  branch  of  our  commerce  may  be 
drawn  from  the  fact  that  the  tonnage  embraced  in  it  would  give  constant  employment 
to  a  semi-weekly  line  of  ocean  steamers  of  2,500  to  3,000  tons  capacity.  A  new  and  very 
important  feature  of  the  European  export  trade  of  this  city  has  been  inaugurated  during 
the  past  year,  viz. :  the  shipment  of  grain  and  flour  hence  by  rail,  or  lake  and  rail,  to  the 
seaboard,  and  thence  by  sailing  vessels  to  "  Cork  for  orders,"  or  to  direct  ports  in  Great 
Britain  or  the  Continent.  This  business  has  been  mainly  transacted  via  Philadelphia, 
and  was  first  inaugurated  by  the  International  Navigation  Company,  of  that  city.  The 
arrangements  for  conducting  this  business  via  Philadelphia  are  very  complete,  and  the 
marked  favor  and  success  that  has  attended  it  thus  far  indicate  that  it  will  at  no  distant 
day  reach  very  great  proportions. 

TRANSPORTATION. 

Tliis  great  question,  which  has  been  discussed  so  ably  and  so  fully  by  the  people  of 
this  country  themselves,  and  by  their  representatives  in  Congress,  the  State  Legislatures 
and  elsewhere,  and  also  by  the  public  press,  judiciously  and  otherwise,  still  lacks  solu- 
tion in  many  of  its  details.  The  unprecedented]  y  low  rates  of  water  transport  for  the 
past  two  years  has  tended  to,  at  least  temporarily,  relieve  it  from  some  features  that 
brought  it  to  the  front  as  one  of  the  most  pressing  and  important  questions  of  the  day. 
The  average  rate  of  freight  on  corn  from  Chicago  to  Buffalo  by  sail  in  1875  has  been  a 
trifle  under  three  cents  per  bushel,  and  on  wheat  about  three  and  a  quarter  cents,  the 
extreme  range  being  one  and  seven-eighths  cents  on  corn  in  October,  to  seven  cents  on 
wheat  for  one  cargo  at  the  close  of  November.  The  highest  rate  on  wheat  from  June  1 
to  October  15  was  three  and  three-quarters  cents  per  bushel.  These  rates,  together  with 
those  ruling  on  the  Erie  canal  under  the  reduction  of  tolls  to  about  two-thirds  of  those 
exacted  in  1874,  has  so  far  controlled  the  rates  eastward  by  rail,  that  all  have  been  kept 
down,  during  the  season  of  lake  navigation,  to  a  point  which  left  none  but  stockholders 
in  the  various  modes  of  transit  any  just  cause  of  complaint.  The  low  rates  current  for 
grain  freights  on  the  lakes  have  rendered  the  business  undesirable  for  any  except  the 
largest  class  of  vessels,  the  smaller  ones  not  being  able  from  their  earnings  to  pay 
expenses ;  and  many  of  these  that  could  not  find  employment  in  the  near  lumber  traflBc 
have  lain  idle  at  the  wharves  during  a  good  portion  or  the  whole  of  the  year.  The 
experience  of  the  past  few  years  has  established  the  fact  that  there  is  little  or  no  induce- 
ment to  construct  vessels  of  any  but  the  largest  capacity  capable  of  navigating  the  lakes 
with  a  view  to  their  employment  in  the  grain  trade  —  and,  indeed,  it  is  seriously  doubted 
by  many  if  any  class  of  sailing  vessels  will  be  able  long  to  compete  with  the  system  of 
transport  by  large  barges  towed  by  steamers,  which  has  within  a  few  years  been  inau- 
gurated on  the  lakes. 

The  condition  of  the  railway  transportation  interests,  as  represented  by  the  great 
trunk  lines  running  eastward  from  this  city,  has  been  greatly  demoralized  during  a 
great  portion  of  the  past  year.  Early  in  the  year  an  attempt  was  made  to  operate  the 
various  lines  in  harmony  and  upon  a  basis  of  agreed  rates,  but  this  failed  at  the  time  of 
securing  the  co-operation  of  one  important  line,  and  that  arrangement  was  soon  aban- 
doned.    A  substantial  agreement  was,  however,  maintained  in  reference  to  east-bound 
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freights  from  this  city  on  a  low  basis,  during  most  of  the  summer  ;  but  on  the  westward 
bound  a  sort  of  guerilla  warfare  was  carried  on,  and  rates  were  made  that  in  former 
years  would  have  been  regarded  as  utterly  ruinous  to  a  railway  line.  As  the  season  of 
lake  navigation  drew  to  a  close,  an  arrangement  for  "  pooling  "  the  earnings  of  the  five 
trunk  lines  leading  eastward  from  this  city  was  understood  to  have  been  entered  into, 
at  least  in  so  far  as  the  business  to  and  from  this  city  was  concerned.  This  arrangement 
practically  destroys  competition  from  this  point,  and  leaves  the  business  of  the  city  bound 
in  iron  bands,  while  it  would  seem  that  other  points  insignificant  as  compared  with  this 
city,  in  respect  to  the  amount  of  freight  to  be  competed  for,  are  not  subject  to  the  terms 
of  this  arrangement,  and,  as  a  result,  have  advantages  extended  to  them  that  our  mer- 
chants are  denied.  This  condition  of  the  question  has  been,  as  we  think  justly,  the  sub- 
ject of  severe  criticism;  but  to  all  our  importunities  for  the  equalization  of  rates,  no 
response  has  as  yet  been  received.  The  various  lines  leading  to  this  city  from  the  West, 
Northwest  and  Southwest,  cannot  be  held  guiltless  of  responsibility  for  some  of  the 
damaging  discriminations  that  are  practiced  against  the  commercial  interests  of  this  city, 
as  it  is  a  notorious  fact  that  in  many  cases  they  will  make  very  large  concessions  in  rates 
in  favor  of  a  shipper  of  property  to  be  delivered  in  this  city  to  a  connecting  railway,  as 
against  the  same  shipper  in  case  he  desires  to  consign  his  property  to  Chicago  only — the 
service  on  the  part  of  the  railway  company  in  either  case  being  the  same.  It  is  sought  to 
justify  these  discriminations  on  the  ground  that  they  are  necessary  in  order  to  secure  busi- 
ness for  which  there  is  active  competition  by  other  lines  which  are  really  or  practically 
bankrupt,  and  which  are  contending  for  a  bare  existence,  and  that  without  yielding  to  such 
concessions  the  business  would  be  lost  to  the  Chicago  lines,  and  wholly  diverted  to  other 
channels.  This  view  of  the  case,  it  must  be  confessed,  has  an  element  in  it  which  can- 
not, or  at  least  is  not  likely  to  be,  entirely  ignored  ;  but  it  still  remains  to  be  considered 
whether  justice  to  a  large  customer  does  not  require  that  as  favorable  terms  be  made  to 
him  as  to  a  less  one,  on  the  ground  that  the  latter  may  make  his  trade  with  one  who, 
because  he  does  not  pay  his  debts,  can  afford  to  grant  better  rates.  It  is  always  a  ques- 
tionable policy  to  attempt  competition  with  a  known  bankrupt,  and  if  persisted  in  not 
infrequently  results  in  disaster  and  ruin  to  one  who  attempts  it.  No  merchant  would 
expect  long  to  succeed  in  business  who  exacted  from  his  best  customers  higher  prices 
than  from  occasional  ones,  whose  aggregate  business  was  infinitely  less,  and  it  is  exceed- 
ingly doubtful  if  railway  corporations  can  successfully  maintain  themselves  in  adhering 
to  a  policy  so  wanting  in  harmony  with  sound  business  principles. 

In  conclusion,  Mr.  President,  I  beg  to  submit  herewith  exhibits  of  the  business  of  the 
city  for  the  year  just  closed,  together  with  other  statements  that  it  is  hoped  may  be 
found  of  value  to  the  members  of  the  Board,  and  to  others  who  may  be  interested  in 
their  perusal.

The  assessment  has  been  fixed  by  the  Directors,  as  provided  by  the  rules  of  the 
Board,  at  twenty  dollars  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  present  membership  of  the  Board  embraces  1,851  names.  During  the  past  year, 
and  previous  to  March  18,  while  the  initiation  fee  remained  at  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  there  were  admitted  to  membership  254  persons,  realizing  to  the  Association  the 
sum  of  $63,500,  as  shown  by  the  above  financial  exhibit.  Since  the  increase  in  the  initia- 
tion  fee  to  one  thousand  dollars,  and  the  change  in  the  Rules  of  the  Board  rendering  the 
memberships  transferable,  no  new  applicants  have  been  received  by  the  payment  of  the 
initiation  fee  ;  there  have,  however,  been  142  memberships  iransferred  to  approved 
parties.  Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  we  have  associated  with  us  to-day  396  individuals 
who  were  not  of  our  number  one  year  since.  The  policy  of  making  these  memberships 
merchandise  has  not  been  tested  sufficiently  long  to  enable  us  to  pass  a  matured  judg- 
ment upon  its  wisdom.  There  are  undoubtedly  advantages  of  a  pecuniary  nature  in  this 
arrangement  to  members  retiring,  or  who  may  wish  to  do  so;  but  it  seems  quite  prob- 
able its  adoption  has  permanently  destroyed  the  source  of  a  Targe  revenue  to  the  Asso- 
ciation —  a  revenue  which,  in  1874,  amounted  to  $17,250,  and  would  not  probably  have 
materially  differed  from  that  amount  for  many  years  to  come. 

During  the  past  year,  eleven  of  our  members  have  been  called  away  by  death.  Among 
those  we  recall  several  who  had  been  associated  with  us  for  many  years,  and  who  had 
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become  so  identified  with  our  city,  in  its  growth  and  development,  that  we  linger  over 
their  memory  with  a  keen  regret. 

The  events  and  experiences  of  the  previous  year  suggested  that  important  modifica- 
tions in  our  general  rules  were  desirable,  and  the  subject  of  a  revision  had  been  dele- 
gated to  a  committee  previous  to  the  date  of  the  last  annual  meeting.  The  result  of 
the  labors  of  this  committee  was  duly  submitted  to  the  Association,  and  adopted  by  it 
on  the  18th  of  March  last.  This  revision,  in  its  practical  operations,  did  not  in  all 
respects  prove  entirely  satisfactory,  and,  in  the  light  of  an  experience  of  a  few  months, 
was  further  revised,  and  with  some  important  modifications  was  re-adopted  on  the  25th 
of  September,  since  which  there  have  been  no  changes.  The  present  code,  while  it  is 
not  claimed  to  be  perfect,  is  in  some  sense  a  compromise  on  the  diflFerent  views  of  intelli- 
gent members,  and  as  a  whole  has  in  practice  operated  reasonably  satisfactory.  The 
most  radical  changes  which  affect  the  business  relations  of  members  are  in  respect  to 
the  manner  of  depositing  margins  or  security  on  contracts,  so  that  perfect  security  may 
be  had  against  any  probable  contingency  that  may  arise  touching  the  solvency  of-  either 
party  to  such  contracts,  and  in  relation  to  the  adjustment  of  balances  due  on  defaulted 
contracts.  In  previous  years,  and  under  the  operation  of  our  former  Code  of  Rules,  it 
was  in  the  power  of  combinations  or  of  an  individual,  under  circumstances  which  were 
found  quite  too  frequently  to  exist,  to  extort  damages  on  account  of  the  non-fulfillment 
of  a  contract,  entirely  out  of  proportion  to  the  damages  really  sustained.  The  practice 
of  manipulating  our  markets  to  effect  these  selfish  ends,  had  in  some  cases  developed  to 
such  proportions  that  it  had  come  to  threaten 

THE   GOOD   NAME  OF  OUR  ASSOCIATION, 

especially  in  quarters  where  the  only  features  of  the  transaction  that  were  known  were 
those  of  an  offensive  character.  This  condition  of  things  induced  k  large  majority  of  our 
members  to  desire  that  the  Board  should  no  longer  be  made  the  vehicle  of  enforcing  the 
collection  of  damages  which,  but  for  the  character  of  our  rules,  would  not  be  recognized 
as  proper  or  equitable  by  any  court  of  law.  The  reaction  of  sentiment  in  regard  to  this 
subject,  as  developed  in  our  revised  code  of  March  last,  was  extreme,  and  approached 
error  of  almost  equal  proportions  in  the  opposite  direction.  Some  slight  changes  were 
made  in  the  later  revision,  intended  to  check  the  growing  tendency  to  contract  for  the 
delivery  of  property  apparently  in  good  faith,  but  with  a  design  to  utterly  neglect 
making  any  provision  for  the  specific  fulfillment  of  such  contracts,  unless  it  should  prove 
to  be  to  the  interest  of  the  seller  so  to  do.  It  must  he  confessed  that  the  provisions  of  the 
existing  rules  for  enforcing  suitable  exemplary  damages  for  deliberate  defaults,  are  not 
as  direct  and  certain  as  could  be  desired,  and  it  remains  for  the  Association  to  consider 
what  further  modifications  or  amendments  may  be  necessary  in  order  to  compel  members 
to  respect  their  agreements  with  each  other  as  a  sacred  obligation,  which  they  are  in 
honor,  and  to  the  extent  of  their  ability,  bound  to  protect. 

Without  making  specific  recommendations  to  the  Board  on  this  'feubject,  as  to  the 
details  of  remedy  for  the  evils  we  have  alluded  to,  we  would  earnestly  invite  your  can- 
did consideration  of  them,  to  the  end  that  in  your  wisdom  you  may  devise  such  action 
as  will  in  its  results  tend  to  elevate  the  standard  of  integrity  and  good  faith  that  ought 
to  characterize  all  the  transactions  of  a  body  like  this. 

During  the  past  year,  your  Directors  have  deemed  it  for  the  interests  of  the  Associa- 
tion to  incur 

UNUSUAL  AND  EXTRAORDINARY  EXPENSES, 

in  the  way  of  providing  for  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  members.  Notably  among 
these  expenditures  may  be  named  that  incurred  in  thre  construction  of  an  elevator  for 
the  use  of  members  in  passing  to  and  from  the  Exchange  Hall.  The  expense  in  this  direc-

tion  was  over  $10,000,  one-half  of  which  was,  however,  borne  by  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce Association.  An  expenditure  was  made  in  the  alteration  and  improvement  of  the 
lavatory  connected  with  the  Exchange  rooms,  amounting  to  over  $3,200.  It  is  believed 
these  expenditures  fully  meet  the  approval  of  the  members,  as  a  proper  encroachment 
upon  the  assets  of  the  Board.  Over  $8,000  has  also  been  expended  in  legai  services,  a 
very  small  proportion  of  which  has  been  incurred  in  the  prosecution  or  defense  of  suits 
originating  during  the  past  year.  The  Board  of  Directors  have  deemed  it  proper,  and  in 
accordance  with  the  views  of  the  membership,  to  provide  for  the  energetic  prosecution 
of  the  rights  of  the  Association  in  the  courts  of  law,  whenever  such  rights  were  called 
in  question ;  and  they  are  glad  to  announce  that  in  every  instance  where  the  authority 
to  properly  discipline  members  has  received  a  judicial  decision,  that  authority  has 
been  fully  sustained. 

In  four  cases  wherein  members  have  claimed  to  be 

AGGRIEVED  BY  THE  ACTION  OP  THE  BOARD, 
they  have  appealed  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  and  those  cases  are  still  awaiting 
a  final  decision  by  that  tribunal.     The  Board  entertain  the  fullest  confidence  that  when 
a  final  decision  is  reached,  they  will  find  themselves  clothed  with  ample  power  of  disci- 
pline, if  used  with  judgment  and  discretion. 

The  general  business  transacted  by  the  members  of  this  association,  during  the  year 
just  closed,  has  been  conducted  with  reasonably  satisfactory  results.  The  crops  of  that 
portion  of  country  whose  outlet  to  market  is  found  through  our  city  have  been  moder- 
ately fair,  though  less  in  the  amount  of  their  yield  than  in  some  of  the  recent  years. 
The  volume  of  our  business  in  cereals  has  been  somewhat  reduced.  This  may  be  partly 
accounted  for  by  a  less  production,  but  it  is  not  to  be  disguised  that  the  rates  made  for 
transportation  by  competing  railways  have  tended  to  divert  large  amounts  of  property 
that  would,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  have  found  its  way  to  market  through  this 
city,  to  other  channels.  This  diversion  by  rail  of  large  quantities  of  grain,  and  freight 
of  every  description  through  and  around  our  city,  is  sometimes  spoken  of  as  threatening 
the  permanency  of  our  position.  While  we  do  not  regard  this  diversion  as  permanent, 
or  any  serious  cause  of  alarm  to  our  trade,  it  is  worthy  of  mention  here,  that  the  same 
causes  that  brought  on  the  great  panic  of  1873,  are  now  at  work  assailing  our  almost 
impregnable  position  at  the  head  of  the  great  inland  seas,  viz.,  the  reckless  waste  of 
capital  in  building  too  many  railroads  where  the  trade  did  not  warrant  their  construction. 

It  is  a  patent  fact  that  the  carrying  trade  around  and  past  the  lakes,  except  for  two 
or  three  months  in  winter,  is  but  a  struggle  on  the  part  of  railroads  for  a  bare  exist- 
ence, and  it  is  also  a  fact  that  every  road  crossing  our  State,  within  300  miles  of  this 
•city  leading  eastward,  and  having  to  compete  more  or  less  with  the  great  chain  of  water 
communication,  is  bankrupt,  or  fast  becoming  so,  and  is  likely  to  remain  in  that  con- 
dition, if  our  lake  marine  is  maintained  at  anything  like  its  present  capacity. 

THE  PRESENT  MANAGERS  OP  THESE  ROADS, 

having  no  responsibility,  or  expectations  of  paying  interest  or  dividends  on  the  cost  of 
their  construction,  would  seem  to  be  (and  it  is  not  to  be  denied)  formidable  competitors, 
■even  against  the  great  free  water  communication  which  nature  has  provided.  It  is 
impossible  for  this  state  of  things  to  long  continue,  unless  the  operating  of  these  roads 
is  to  result  in  their  entire  confiscation.  When  they  are  compelled  to  pay  interest  and 
dividends,  they  will  cease  to  be  competitors.  This  city  should  be  content  with  the  five 
trunk  lines  of  railways  leading  to  the  seaboard,  and  trust  the  competition  between  them 
lor  securing  reasonably  cheap  transportation  during  winter,  and  rather  look  to  our  lakes 
and  rivers,  the  Erie  Canal,  the  New  York  Central  Railroad,  with  four  tracks  to  Buffalo, 
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and  an  elevator  system  at  New  York  city,  to  maintain  our  supremacy  as  the  great  grain 
depot  of  the  West.  To  our  lake  marine  we  must  mainly  look.  The  various  interests 
centering  in  Chicago  and  other  lake  cities  could  better  afford  to  subsidize  it  than  to  see 
it  languish  and  die. 

THE  SUBJECT   OF  DISCBIMINATIONS 

against  the  commercial  interests  of  this  city,  is  one  that  demands  our  attention;  and  if 
combinations  are  found  to  exist  which  have  for  their  object,  or  which  in  effect  produce 
damage  to  our  legitimate  business,  no  hesitation  should  be  felt  in  exposing,  and  if  possi- 
ble dissolving  them.  We  do  not  ask  that  special  favor  shall  be  granted  to  property 
moved  to  or  from  this  city,  although  from  the  magnitude  of  that  business,  we  might  be 
justified  in  demanding  it.  This  subject  has  been  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Board, 
and  a  Committee  appointed  to  investigate,  who  are  expected  to  report  at  an  early  day. 

THE  FINANCIAL  CONDITION   OF  THE  COUNTRY, 

and  return  to  specie  payments,  are  subjects  on  which  a  board  of  trade  whose  mone- 
tary transactions  reach,  annually,  into  hundreds  of  millions,  should  have  some- 
thing to  say  in  our  ^annual  record.  The  passage  of  a  law  by  the  last  congress,  for 
the  resumption  of  specie  payments  on  January  1,  1879,  is  a  decided  feature  in  the 
present  situation,  and  has  been  the  subject  of  wide  discussion  and  varied  comment. 
The  judgment  of  the  mercantile  community  is  very  decidedly  in  its  favor.  A 
bill  has  been  introduced  in  the  United  States  senate,  within  a  few  days,  to 
facilitate  the  project ;  and  other  measures  favoring  economy  in  the  national  admin- 
istration are  now  pending  before  congress.  For  more  than  two  years  past  there 
has  been  a  very  marked  tendency  to  economy  in  all  parts  of  the  country  in  every  depart- 
ment of  life,  and  among  all  classes  of  the  community,  save,  perhaps,  in  the  management 
of  local  municipal  affairs.  Such  a  system  of  economy  voluntarily  practised  and  general 
in  its  application,  is  well  calculated  to  avert  or  palliate  an  otherwise  inevitable  financial 
disturbance  of  greater  or  less  magnitude  at  the  time  of  resumption.  Viewed  in  this 
way,  it  seems  to  be  the  duty  of  one  and  all  to  anticipate  by  every  proper  means  the 
period  fixed  by  the  national  legislature.  The  manifest  interest  of  the  producing  and 
industrial  classes  is  that  the  dollar  which  they  receive  for  the  products  of  the  soil  and 
of  the  workshop  should  be  money  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name,  and  they  should  demand 
of  their  servants,  the  legislators,  that  no  party  or  political  influences  interfere  with  the 
consummation  of  the  desired  end.

Included 
in  the  valuation  of  Personal  Property  for  1875  is  $4,802,112  assessed  on  Corporations,  ether  than  Rail- 
roads, as  Capital  over  tangible  Property  otherwise  assessed;  of  this  amount  $3,000,776  is  assessed  on 
Corporations  in  Cook  County.  This  assessment  for  the  whole  State  was,  in  1874,  $11,719,216;  in  1873,

IN  THE  CITY  OF  CHICAGO. 
In  force  from  and  after  Janua/ry  7,  1876. 


The  following  are  the  rules  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Bailroad  and  Warehouse  Com- 
missioners, establishing  a  standard  of  grades  for  the  inspection  of  grain,  under  the 
authority  of  the  State  of  Illinois ; 

WINTER   WHEAT. 

No.  1  White  Winter  Wheat  shall  be  pure  White  Winter  Wheat,  sound,  plump, 
and  well  cleaned. 

No.  2  White  Winter  Wheat  shall  be  pure  White  Winter  Wheat,  sound,  and 
reasonably  clean. 

No.  1  Red  Winter  Wheat  shall  be  pure  Winter  Wheat,  Red  or  Red  and  White 
mixed,  sound,  plump,  and  well  cleaned. 

No.  2  Red  Winter  Wheat  shall  be  pure  Winter  Wheat,  Red  or  Red  and  White 
mixed,  sound  and  reasonably  clean. 

Amber  Wheat,  Nos.  1  and  2,  shall  include  the  lighter  colored  varieties  of  Red 
Wheat,  quality  and  condition  to  be  equal  to  the  present  standard  of  Nos.  1  and  2  Red 
Winter  Wheat. 

No.  3  Winter  Wheat  shall  include  Winter  Wheat,  not  clean  and  plump  enough 
for  No.  2,  and  weighing  not  less  than  54  pounds  to  the  measured  bushel^- 

Rejected  Winter  Wheat  shall  include  Winter  Wheat  damp,  musty,  or  from  any 
cause  so  badly  damaged  as  to  render  it  unfit  for  No.  3. 

SPRING  WHEAT. 
No.  1  Spring  Wheat  shall  be  sound,  plump,  and  well  cleaned. 
No.  2  Spring  Wheat  shall  be  sound,  reasonably  clean,  and  of  good  milling  quality. 
Northwestern  Spring  Wheat,  Nos.  1  and  2,  shall  include  the  varieties  of  Hard 
Spring  Wheat  of  good  milling  quality,  and  equal  in  every  respect  to  the  present  stand- 
ard of  Nos.  1  and  2  Spring  Wheat. 

~  No.  3  Spring  Wheat  shall  include  all  inferior,  shrunken,  or  dirty  Spring  Wheat,, 
weighing  not  less  than  53  pounds  to  the  measured  bushel. 

,  Rejected  Spring  Wheat  shall  include  Spring  Wheat  damp,  musty,  grown,  badly 
bleached,  or  for  any  other  cause  which  renders  it  unfit  for  No.  3. 

In  case  of  mixture  of  Spring  and  Winter  Wheat,  it  will  be  called  Spring  Wheat,  and 
graded  according  to  the  quality  thereof. 

Black  Sea  and  Flinty  Pfipe  Wheat  shall  in  no  case  be  inspected  higher  than  No, 
2,  and  Rice  Wheat  no  higher  than  Rejected. 

CORN. 
No.  1  Yellow  Corn  shall  be  yellow,  sound,  dry,  plump,  and  well  cleaned. 
No.  1  White  Corn  shall  be  white,  sound,  dry,  plump,  and  well  cleaned. 
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No.  1  Corn  shall  be  sound,  dry,  plump,  and  well  cleaned,  white  and  yellow  unmixed 
with  red. 

High  Mfxed  Corn  shall  be  three-quarters  yellow,  and  equal  to  No.  2  in  condition 
and  quality. 

No.  2  Corn  shall  be  dry,  reasonably  clean,  but  not  plump  enough  for  No.  1. 

No.  2  Kiln  Dried  Corn  shall  be  sound,  plump,  and  well  cleaned,  white  or  yellow. 
All  kiln  dried  Corn  not  good  enough  for  No.  2  kiln  dried,  shall  be  graded  as  Rejected 
kiln  dried  Corn. 

New  High  Mixed  Corn  shall  be  three-fourths  yellow,  of  any  age,  reasonably  dry 
and  reasonably  clean,  but  not  sufficiently  dry  for  "  High  Mixed  or  No.  2." 

New  Mixed  Corn  may  be  less  than  three-fourths  yellow,  of  any  age,  and  shall  be 
reasonably  dry  and  reasonably  clean,  but  not  sufficiently  dry  for  No.  2. 

Rejected  —  All  damp,  dirty,  or  otherwise  badly  damaged  Corn,  shall  be  graded  as 
Rejected. 

OATS. 

No.  1  Oats  shall  be  white,  sound,  clean,  and  I'easonably  free  from  other  grain. 

No.  2  White  Oats  shall  be  three-quarters  white,  and  equal  to  No.  1  in  all  other 
respects. 

No.  2  Oats  shall  be  sound,  reasonably  clean,  and  reasonably  free  from  other  grain. 

Rejected  —  All  Oats  damp,  unsound,  dirty,  or  for  any  other  cause  unfit  for  No.  2, 
shall  be  graded  as  Rejected. 

RYE. 

No.  1  Rye  shall  be  sound,  plump,  and  well  cleaned. 

No.  2  Rye  shall  be  sound,  reasonably  clean,  and  reasonably  free  from  other  grain. 

Rejected — All  Rye  damp,  musty,  dirty,  or  from  any  cause  unfit  for  No.  2,  shall  be 

graded  as  Rejected. 

BARLEY. 

No.  1  B.-^rley  shall  be  plump,  bright,  sound,  clean,  and  free  from  other  grain. 

No.  3  Barley  shall  be  sound,  bright,  not  plump  enough  for  No.  1,  reasonably  clean, 
and  reasonably  free  from  other  grain. 

No.  3  Barley  shall  include  shrunken,  or  otherwise  slightly  damaged  Barley,  weigh- 
ing not  less  than  41  pounds  to  the  measured  bushel. 

Rejected  —  All  Barley  which  is  damp,  musty,  or  from  any  cause  is  badly  damaged, 
or  largely  mixed  with  other  grain,  shall  be  graded  as  Rejected. 

The  word  "  new  "  shall  be  inserted  in  each  certificate  of  inspection  of  a  newly  har- 
vested crop  of  Wheat,  Rye,  and  Barley,  until  the  first  day  of  September,  and  of  Oats 
until  the  fifteenth  day  of  August  of  each  year.  This  change  shall  be  construed  as  estab 
lishing  a  new  grade  for  the  time  specified,  to  conform  in  every  particular  to  the  existing 
grades  of  grain,  excepting  the  distinctions  of  "new"  and  "old." 

All  Grain  that  is  warm,  or  is  in  a  heating  condition,  or  is  otherwise  unfit  for  ware- 
housing, shall  not  be  graded. 

All  Inspectors  shall  make  their  reasons  for  grading  grain,  when  necessary,  fully 
known  by  notations  on  their  books.     The  weight  alone  shall  not  determine  the  grade. 

Each  Inspector  is  required  to  ascertain  the  weight,  per  measured  bushel,  of  each  lot 
of  wheat  inspected  by  him  and  note  the  same  is  his  book. 

Any  person  who  shall  assume  to  act  as  an  Inspector  of  Grain,  who  has  not  first  been 
so  appointed  and  sworn,  shall  be  held  to  be  an  impostor,  and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  $50  nor  more  than  $100  for  each  and  every  attempt  to  so  inspect  Grain, 
to  be  recovered  before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace. 
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Any  duly  authorized  Inspector  of  Grain  who  shall  be  guilty  of  neglect  of  duty,  or 
who  shall  knowingly  or  carelessly  inspect  or  grade  any  Grain  improperly,  or  who  shall 
accept  any  money  or  other  consideration,  directly  or  indirectly,  for  any  neglect  of  duty, 
or  the  improper  performance  of  any  duty  as  Inspector  of  Grain,  and  any  person  who 
shall  improperly  influence  any  Inspector  of  Grain  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  as 
such  Inspector,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  on  conviction,  shall  be 
fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  $100  nor  more  than  $1,000,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court, 
or  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the  County  Jail  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  twelve 
months,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

All  Assistant  Inspectors,  when  upon  duty,  shall  wear  a  badge  furnished  by  the  Chief 
Inspector,  plainly  designating  the  position  of  each  in  the  department. 

Tlie  said  Chief  Inspector,  and  all  persons  inspecting  grain  under  his  direction,  shall 
in  no  case  make  the  grade  of  Grain  above  that  of  the  poorest  quality  found  in  any  lot  of 
Grain  when  it  has  evidently  been  mixed  or  doctored  for  the  purpose  of  deception. 

All  persons  employed  in  the  Inspection  of  Grain  shall  report  all  attempts  to  defraud 
the  system  of  Grain  Inspection  as  established  by  law.  They  shall  also  report  to  the 
said  Chief  Inspector,  in  writing,  all  instances  where  warehousemen  deliver,  or  attempt 
to  deliver  Grain  of  a  lower  grade  than  that  called  for  by  the  warehouse  receipt.  They 
shall  also  report  all  attempts  of  receivers  or  shippers  of  Grain  to  instruct  or  in  any  way 
influence  the  action  or  opinion  of  the  Inspector,  and  the  Chief  Inspector  shall  report  all 
such  cases  to  the  Commissioners.

Of  a  Committee  Appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Tradb 
TO  Consider  Certain  Questions  Propounded  by  the  Director  of 
the  United  States  Mint,, in  Relation  to  the  Advantages  of  Chi- 
cago as  a  Location  for  a  Branch  Mint.

Oeorge  Armour,  Esq., 

President  of  the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade : 

Dear  Sir, — Herewith  we  beg  to  baud  yon  replies  to  questions  pro- 
pounded by  Dr.  A.  R.  Linderman,  Director  of  the  United  States  Mint, 
bearing  on  the  subject  of  a  location  of  a  United  States  Mint  for  the  refining 
and  coinage  of  silver  and  gold. 

Questioji  First :  "  What  is  the  population  of  the  city  according  to  the 
best  estimates  ? "  :     : 

A  comparison  of  the  most  reliable  estimates  of  the  population  of  the  city 
of  Chicago  places  it  at  the  present  time  at  four  hundred  and  thirty-five 
thousand.  As  having  a  bearing  upon  this  question,  showing  the  ratio  of 
increase,  the  following  statistics  are  presented.

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Question  Second:  "What  is  the  total  amount  of  capital  employed  by- 
banks  and  bankers  in  Chicago?" 

In  reply  to  this  question  we  would  present  the  following  condensed 
statement,  carefully  prepared  from  official  sources : 

National  Banks,  capital  and  surplus ...  $13,381,000 

State  Corporations,  capital  and  surplus ._      7,165,000 

Private  Bankers 3,885,000 

Total $24,431,000 

To  this  might  fairly  be  added  an  amount  estimated  at  from  one  to  one 
and  a  half  millions  of  dollars  capital  employed  in  our  city  for  banking  pur- 
poses, though  not  included  in  the  above  statement. 

Question  Third:  "  How  does  the  balance  of  trade  of  the  city  of  Chicago 
and  State  of  Illinois  stand,  as  related  to  other  cities,  States  and  Territories 
respectively  ?  " 

We  feel  that  any  attempt  to  give  a  specific  answer  to  this  question  must 
be  futile.     We  would,  however,  present  the  following  facts : 

The  business  of  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Iowa,  Nebraska  and  Illinois  finds 
its  natural  focus  in  this  city,  as  does  also  a  large  part  of  the  trade  of  Kansas, 
Northern  and  Western  Missouri,  Northern  Indiana,  and  Northern  and 
Western  Michigan,  and  the  Territories  of  Dakota,  Montana,  Wyoming,  Utah 
and  Colorado,  making  in  all  nine  States  and  five  Territories,  from  all  of 
which  the  balance  of  trade  is  yearly  becoming  larger  and  more  valuable  in 
favor  of  Chicago. 

The  value  of  farm  products  shipped  eastward  from  this  city  in  1874^ 
upon  careful  estimate,  amounted  to  $197,400,000,  to  which  add  the  product 
of  the  mine  and  the  forest,  and  manufactured  articles,  including  dry  goods, 
groceries  and  the  many  other  articles  that  are  received  or  produced  in  the 
city,  and  without  duplicating  values  by  the  process  of  manufacturing  or 
resale,  and  the  aggregate  will  not  fall  short  of  $586,400,000.  It  must  be 
inferred  that  such  an  amount  of  business  left  a  large  balance  of  trade  in 
favor  of  this  city;  indeed,  this  balance  in  the  last  twenty-five  years  has 
increased  her  population  from  29,963,  in  1850,  to  435,000  in  1875,  and  has 
made  her  the  largest  grain,  provision,  cattle,  hog  and  lumber  market  in  the 
world. 

It  will  throw  light  on  this  subject  to  state  that  there  has  been  made,  by 
ten  of  our  principal  banks  within  a  year,  exchange  amounting  to  $418,000,000. 
To  this  should  be  added  money  transported  by  the  American,  United  States 
and  Adams  Express  Companies,  for  the  Government,  banks,  railroad  com- 
panies and  merchants,  exclusive  of  any  portion  of  their  through  business, 
amounting  to  $226,560,000,  and  also  the  aggregate  of  the  money-order  busi- 
ness transacted  by  the  Chicago  postoffice  money-order  department  of 
$14,507,432.83 ;  making  a  total  of  exchange  of  $659,067,432.83.  In  these 
figures  there  are  left  out  the  exchange  made  by  private  banks  and  bankers. 
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Questio7i  Fourth :  "  What  is  the  estimated  approximate  amount  of  the 
trade  of  Chicago  with  the  bullion-producing  States  and  Territories  of  th# 
United  States?" 

The  trade  of  this  city  with  the  bullion-producing  States  and  Territories 
is  estimated  by  leading  merchants  in  the  several  lines  of  business  as  follows  :

Your  committee  have  arrived  at  these  figures  only  after  a  careful  com- 
parison of  the  views  of  different  and  reliable  houses  in  the  several  branches 
of  trade, —  houses  whose  names  are  well  known  East  and  West.  In  many 
cases  the  quantities  had  to  be  estimated,  but  in  every  instance  the  sum  named 
is  witliin  rather  than  exceeding  the  probable  amount  of  business  transacted  ; 
the  aim  has  been  to  avoid  overestimating  and  overstatements. 

Question  Fifth :  "  What  are  the  means  of  communication  with  the  bul- 
lion-producing States  and  Territories  and  Mexico,  existing  at  present  or 
contemplated  in  the  near  future  ?  " 

First  — We  have  four  separate  and  rival  railroad  lines  connecting  this  city 
with  the  Union  Pacific  railroad,  to  wit : 

The  Chicago  &  Northwestern,  connecting  at  Omaha. 

The  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  Pacific,  connecting  at  Omaha. 

The  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy,  connecting  at  Omaha. 

The  Chicago  &  Alton,  connecting  with  the  Union  Pacific  railroad  at 
Kearney  Junction. 

By  means  of  these  four  lines  of  railroad  the  entire  bullion-producing 
country  west  of  the  Missouri  river  and  reached  by  the  Union  Pacific  railroad 
and  its  branches  and  connections  from  Santa  Fe  on  the  south,  to  Montana 
on  the  north  and  Sacramento  on  the  west,  is  brought  within  rapid  and  easy 
communication  with  this  city. 

Second — We  have  two  separate  and  rival  railroad  lines  connecting  this 
city  with  the  Kansas  Pacific  railroad,  to  wit : 

The  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  and  the  Chicago  &  Alton"  railroads, 
thus  placing  all  the  rich  mining  country  tapped  by  the  Kansas  Pacific  rail-

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road  and  its  branches  and  connections  in  as  close  communication  with  Chi- 
cago as  that  of  the  Union  Pacific  and  its  connections. 

Tliird — The  Cliicago,  Burlington  &  Quiucy  railroad  connects  with  the 
Atchison,  Topeka  &  Santa  Fe  railroad  now  completed  to  Washita,  Kansas, 
and  about  to  be  extended  to  Santa  Fe,  New  Mexico,  again  connecting  the 
entire  mining  region  of  New  Mexico  and  Colorado  with  Chicago  by  a 
separate  and  rival  route  to  that  via  Denver  and  the  Union  Pacific  and  Kan- 
sas Pacific  railroads. 

Fourth  — The  system  of  railroads  contemplated  and  now  in  the  course 
of  construction  through  Texas  towards  Mexico,  will  at  an  early  day  connect 
the  mines  of  Mexico  with  the  railroad  system  of  the  "West,  which  has  its 
center  in  Chicago. 

Fiftli  — The  mining  regions  of  Lake  Superior  are  connected  with  Chicago 
by  rail  via  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  railway  at  Marquette,  and  also  by 
the  Lakes. 

Question  Sixth :  "  What  are  the  advantages  of  Chicago  as  a  point  for  dis- 
tributing coin  to  the  various  cities  and  towns  in  the  Mississippi  Valley  ?" 

To  answer  this  question  it  is  only  necessary  to  examine  a  map  showing  a 
railroad  system  of  the  Mississippi  Valley  (which  is  presented  herewith  and 
made  a  part  of  this  report),  and  by  which  it  is  sliown  that  Chicago  is  the 
greatest  railroad  center  in  the  world,  and  is  unrivaled  in  its  situation  to 
command  the  entire  water  system  of  the  West. 

To  enumerate  and  give  the  connections  of  the  different  railroads  having 
their  principal  termini  in  Chicago,  and  spreading  like  a  spider's  web  over 
the  entire  region  known  as  the  Mississippi  Valley,  would  be  a  work  of  too 
much  detail  to  be  fitted  to  a  report  of  this  nature.  We  will  therefore  only 
give  a  few  points  in  connection  therewith. 

There  are  eighteen  trunk  lines  of  railroads  centering  here,  enumerated 
as  follows :

The  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway  operates  3,443  miles  of  railway  — 
dispatches  from  and  receives  at  Chicago  123  trains  per  day  on  an  average, 
and  reaches,  by  its  own  lines,  Omaha,  on  the  Missouri  River,  Marquette  on 
Lake  Superior,  St.  Paul  on  the  Upper  Mississippi  River,  and  Lake  Kampeska 
in  the  wilds  of  Dakota  Territory. 

The  Chicago,  Burlington  &  Quincy  Railroad  operates  over  1,300  miles  of 
railway,  averaging  53  trains  per  day  at  Chicago,  and  reaches  by  its  lines  and 
connections  every  point  touched  by  railroads  in  Southern  Illinois,  Iowa, 
Northern  Missouri,  Kansas,  Nebraska  and  Colorado. 

The  Chicago,  Rock  Island  &  l*acific  Railroad  operates  1,140  milesof  rail- 
way, averages  22  trains  per  day  at  Chicago,  and  has  its  principal  termini  at 
Omaha,  Nebraska,  Atchison  &  Leavenworth,  Kansas,  and  Peoria  on  the  Illi- 
nois River,  connecting  at  the  latter  point  with  the  Peoria,  Pekin  &  Jackson- 
ville Railroad  for  St.  Louis. 

The  Chicago  &  Alton  Railroad  operates  G69  miles  of  road,  averages  58 
trains  per  day,  and  has  its  principal  termini  at  St.  Louis,  Jefferson  City,  and 
Mexico,  Missouri. 

The  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati  &  St.  Louis  Railway  operates  1,200  miles  of 
road,  averages  16  trains  per  day  at  Chicago,  and  has  its  principal  termini  at 
Pittsburgh,  Indianapolis,  Louisville,  Columbus  and  Chicago. 

The  Illinois  Central  Railroad  operates  1,006  miles  of  road,  averages  50 
trains  per  day  at  Chicago,  traverses  the  State  of  Illinois  from  east  to  west 
and  north  to  south ;  its  principal  termini  are  Chicago,  Dunleith  and  Cairo, 
Illinois,  and  Sioux  City,  Iowa.  It  connects  with  the  Mobile  &  Ohio  railroad 
at  Cairo,  forming  a  direct  all-rail  route  to  New  Orleans,  connecting  Avith  the 
entire  system  of  east  and  west  railroads  between  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  and 
Lake  Michigan.  It  has  over  40  junctions  with  east  and  west  railroads  in 
Illinois  alone. 

Without  particularizing  further,  it  is  safe  to  assert  that  there  is  not  a 
city  or  town  of  importance  in  the  entire  Mississippi  Valley  which  is  not  con- 
nected with  Chicago  by  two  or  more  rival  lines  of  railroad,  and  that  there  is 
not  a  railroad  of  importance  in  the  whole  country  which  does  not  terminate 
or  have  a  direct  connection  with  some  railroad  terminating  here.  It  may 
with  confidence  be  asserted  that  the  advantages  Chicago  possesses  as  a  point 
for  distributing  coin  to  the  various  cities  and  towns  of  the  Mississippi  Valley 
are  unrivaled  by  any  other  point. 

As  bearing  directly  upon  this  subject,  and  affording  striking  corrobora- 
tion of  the  conclusions  arrived  at  above  as  to  the  eminent  advantages  of

Chicago  as  a  point  for  distributing  coin  to  the  various  cities  and  towns  of 
the  Mississippi  Valley,  we  beg  to  call  special  attention  to  the  following  sta- 
tistics as  to  the  operations  of  the  fast  mail  trains  in  the  West,  which  have 
been  obtained  from  the  PostoflBce  Department  at  Washington.  The  mails 
from  the  east  and  southeast  into  Chicago  weigh  daily  an  average  of  32,202 
pounds.  The  mails  from  the  northeast,  east  and  south  into  St.  Louis  weigh 
daily  an  average  of  10,293  pounds.  This  includes  only  St.  Louis  proper  and 
Arkansas  mails.  The  mails  from  St.  Louis  to  Chicago  weigh  daily  an  aver- 
age of  1,218  pounds.  The  mails  from  Chicago  to  St.  Louis  daily  average 
2,553  pounds.  This  includes  the  mails  from  north  of  Chicago  and  from 
Michigan.  The  mails  going  into  Missouri  for  the  country  west  and  south- 
west of,  and  including  that  State,  average  10,715  pounds  daily.  This 
includes  the  mails  from  all  directions,  north,  south,  and  east.  The  amount 
of  mail  matter  distributed  to  the  sections  immediately  tributary  to  Chicago 
is  seven  times  as  large  as  the  amount  received  at  and  distributed  from  St. 
Louis.  The  32,202  pounds  received  daily  at  Chicago  from  the  east  and 
southeast  represents  less  than  one  half  of  the  amount  actually  received,  for 
the  reason  that  those  weights  do  not  include  any  of  the  mails  which  arrive 
at  Chicago  from  the  south,  southwest,  north  or  northwest.  If  the  weight  of 
mails  from  these  sections  was  added,  the  average  daily  amount  received  at 
Chicago  would  be  doubled.  The  10,293  pounds  received  at  St.  Louis  daily 
represents  the  entire  amount  of  mails  received  from  all  quarters  except  from 
the  unpopulated  territory  immediately  west  of  it. 

Question  Seventh :  "  What  amount  of  gold  and  silver  bullion  is  received 
at  Chicago  annually,  and  transmitted  east  for  mintage  or  sale?"  "State 
also  the  amount  or  value  of  the  gold  and  silver  ores  and  base  bullion, 
received  and  reduced  or  refined  at  Chicago." 

While  the  investigations  of  your  committee  have  indicated  a  very  large 
amount  of  gold  and  silver  bullion  having  been  transmitted  through  our 
city,  far  exceeding,  probably,  any  estimate  placed  upon  it,  we  are  yet  unable 
to  present  a  specific  reply  to  the  first  part  of  this  question.  The  bullion  is 
transmitted  wholly  by  the  several  express  companies,  and  their  books  are 
the  only  sources  of  information  from  which  the  facts  could  be  gathered. 
For  prudential  reasons,  and  reasons  the  force  of  which  your  committee 
appreciate,  the  data  needed  to  make  a  definite  reply  have  been  withheld. 

In  regard  to  the  second  part  of  the  question,  we  find  upon  examination 
hat  there  was  reduced,  of  ore  and  crude  bullion,  in  the  difierent  works  of 
Chicago,  last  year,  about  twenty  thousand  (20,000)  tons.  This  worked  out 
something  more  than  two  million  five  hundred  thousand  (2,500,000)  dollars, 
in  gold  and  silver  (mostly  silver),  and  about  twelve  million  pounds  of  lead, 
worth  six  and  a  half  cents  per  pound,  or  seven  hundred  and  eighty  thousand 
(780,000)  dollars,  making  a  total  of  three  million  two  hundred  and  eighty 
thousand  (3,280,000)  dollars. 
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Question  Eighth :  "  What  is  the  price  or  rate  of  ordinary  and  expert 
labor;  and  what  is  the  cost  of  living  as  compared  with  other  cities  and 
towns  in  the  Mississippi  Valley  ?  " 

A  careful  investigation  of  this  subject  has  convinced  your  committee 
that  all  kinds  of  labor  can  be  procured  as  cheap  in  Chicago  as  in  any  other 
city  in  the  country.  Numerous  parties,  manufacturers  of  various  kinds, 
have  been  consulted,  and  the  following  table  is  a  fair  average  of  the  facts 
given,  and  agree  with  the  extensive  practical  experience  of  your  committee, 
viz. :

An  advertisement  would  call  out  a  large  number  of  applicants  at  the 
lowest  of  the  above  rates.  ' 

In  regard  to  the  cost  of  living  in  Chicago,  after  conferring  with  many 
laborers  in  different  situations,  and  mechanics  in  several  departments  of 
trade  and  variety  of  manufacture,  your  committee  is  convinced  that  our  city 
is  one  of  the  cheapest  places  in  our  country  for  mechanics  and  laborers  to 
live  in. 

Eents  at  present  are  low,  and  all  appearances  indicate  that  they  will 
continue  so.  The  fictitious  prices  on  real  estate,  which  held  sway  for  a  long- 
time in  Chicago,  are  gone,  not  to  return  again  very  soon.  Consequently 
landlords  value  their  lands  at  what  they  are  worth,  and  with  the  extreme 
low  prices  for  building  rents  have  come  down  to  a  healthy  basis.  One  of 
your  committee  now  has  twenty  dwelling  houses  erected  for  his  laborers. 
They  are  frame,  two  story,  containing  two  good  sized  rooms,  besides  kitchen 
on  each  floor,  and  wood  shed,  with  water.  They  rent  for  about  $100  per 
annum,  or  fifty-five  dollars  for  the  lower  story  and  forty-five  for  the  upper. 
For  a  higher  priced  laborer,  suitable  dwellings  can  be  rented  at  from  eight 
to  fifteen  dollars  per  month.  The  cost  of  provisions  is  very  low.  Our  pack- 
ing season  now  virtually  continues  throughout  the  whole  year;  during  last 
summer  there  were  killed  here  over  500,000  hogs.  Thus,  meat  —  one  of  the 
chief  items  of  expense  —  can  always  be  had  at  very  low  prices.     Potatoes  are 
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worth  25  to  40  cents  per  bushel,  and  flour  from  14.50  to  $7  per  barrel.  A 
careful  comparison  shows  that  groceries,  clothing  and  boots  and  shoes  can 
at  all  times  be  bought  here  as  cheap  as  in  any  city  in  the  country.  The 
stocks  in  every  department  are  large,  well  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the 
laborer  and  mechanic,  and  competition  very  strong,  enabling  the  prudent 
purchaser  at  all  times  to  get  the  full  value  of  his  money. 

An  important  fact  to  be  taken  into  consideration,  in  this  connection, 
though  not  called  for  in  the  questions  propounded,  is  the  healthfulness  of 
this  city.  Were  it  practicable  to  embrace  them  within  this  report,  statistics 
from  well  authenticated  tables  might  be  presented  to  prove  what  is  clearly 
indicated  by  our  location  on  the  shores  of  a  broad  lake,  an  abundance  of 
water  of  unusual  purity,  a  perfect  system  of  sewerage,  and  our  extensive  and 
well  located  parks  and  drives. 

Indeed,  in  every  respect  that  would  make  a  city  desirable  as  a  home  for 
the  laborer,  mechanic,  artisan  or  employee  of  any  kind,  or  as  a  location  for 
the  manufacturer,  we  feel  that  Chicago  presents  unsurpassed  advantages, 
a  practical  proof  of  Avhich  is  found  in  the  present  rapid  increase  in  the 
various  branches  of  manufacturing  industry. 

Question  Ninth :  "  What  are  the  varieties  of  fuel,  and  the  cost  of  each 
delivered  in  the  city  ?  " 

An  abundance  of  coal  —  of  both  anthracite  and  bituminous  varieties  — 
and  of  wood,  can  at  all  times  be  had  here,  and  at  very  reasonable  rates. 
Of  ivood — all  kinds  of  hardwood  are  abundant,  principally  beach,  maple, 
oak  and  hickory,  and  at  prices  ranging  from  $5  to  18.50  per  cord. 

Anthracite  Coal. —  Our  city  is  in  direct  rail  and  water  communication 
with  the  anthracite  coal  mines,  and  is  therefore  freely  supplied  at  low  rates. 
Contracts  can  be  made  at  the  present  time  with  the  responsible  agent  of 
the  Anthracite  Coal  Association  of  Pennsylvania,  for  one  or  ten  years  to 
come,  to  deliver  here  the  Lackawanna  coal  at  $G.25  per  net  ton  of  2,000 
pounds,  and  the  Lehigh  coal  for  $7  j^er  ton.  This  association  owns  their 
own  roads  from  the  mines  to  Buffalo  and  Oswego,  and  can  lay  down  coal 
at  the  latter  port  for  $3.75  per  net  ton.  Freights  the  past  year  have  been, 
from  Oswego  to  Chicago,  95  cents  to  $1.65  per  ton,  and  from  Buffalo,  from 
40  cents  to  $1  per  ton.  This  coal  is  largely  exported  from  this  city  to  St. 
Louis,  Missouri,  Kansas  and  Nebraska,  also  to  Wisconsin,  Iowa  and  Min- 
nesota. The  screenings  from  this  coal  can  be  had  for  $1  per  ton.  These 
are  used  for  steam  purposes. 

Soft  or  BituminoiLs  Coal. — The  importance  of  this  subject  in  relation  to 
the  object  of  this  report  has  led  your  committee  to  give  it  a  very  thorough 
investigation,  and  we  beg  to  lay  before  you  the. following: 

It  may  be  remarked  that  Chicago  is  now  one  of  the  most  important  mar- 
kets in  the  country  for  soft  coal,  not  only  as  regards  its  consumption  for 
manufacturing  and  other  purposes,  but  also  as  being  the  distributing  point 
for  a  large  section  of  the  Northwest. 
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The  fact  of  this  being  so  great  a  grain  and  produce  market  exercises  a 
very  favorable  influence  as  regards  the  coal  supply,  as  the  railroads  have  seen 
it  to  their  interest,  in  order  to  obtain  return  freights  for  their  cars,  which 
have  been  sent  east  loaded  with  produce,  to  encourage,  by  low  rates  of 
freight,  the  bringing  of  eastern  coal  to  this  market.  The  same  influence 
results  in  keeping  rates  of  freight  by  vessel  to  this  point  on  a  very  low  scale 
during  most  of  the  season  of  navigation. 

Erie  Coal.  —  This  coal,  which  is  brought  in  by  water  from  Erie  and 
Cleveland,  was  formerly  almost  the  only  soft  coal  in  use  here.  It  has  now, 
however,  been  almost  entirely  displaced,  for  steam  purposes,  by  the  cheaper 
grades  of  coal  hereafter  referred  to.  It  is  still  used  for  the  manufacture  of 
gas,  and  at  some  of  the  large  establishments  directly  accessible  by  water. 
For  domestic  use  the  consumption  is  large  among  the  better  class  of  con- 
sumers. It  is  a  rich,  bituminous  coal,  strong  and  durable,  and  is,  in  point 
of  quality,  perhaps  the  best  coal  for  general  purposes  that  comes  here.  The 
price,  however,  rules  so  much  above  the  other  qualities  of  steam  coal  that  it 
cannot,  in  point  of  economy,  compete  with  these.  During  this  season  it  has 
been  laid  down  on  dock  at  an  average  price  of  about  $4.75  per  ton. 

Hocking,  Straitsville  and  Shawnee.  —  These  coals  are  brought  by  rail, 
the  two  former  over  the  Pittsburgh,  Cincinnati  &  St.  Louis  railway,  the 
latter  by  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio,  from  the  coal  fields  of  Ohio,  south  of 
Columbus,  an  average  distance  from  Chicago  of  about  three  hundred  and 
sixty  miles.  Their  consumption  here  is  very  large,  chiefly  for  domestic  use, 
for  which  they  are  admirably  adapted.  They  are  but  little  used  for  steam, 
not  having  the  strength  and  durability  of  the  Erie  and  Pittsburgh,  nor  the 
cheapness  of  the  Illinois  and  Indiana  coals.  They  are  laid  down  here  at  an 
average  cost  of  about  $4.25  per  ton. 

Pittsburgh.  —  Under  this  head  are  embraced  the  mines  along  the  line  of 
the  P.  C.  &  St.  L.  railway,  immediately  west  of  Pittsburgh,  and  which  fur- 
nish a  very  large  and  yearly  increasing  supply  of  coal  to  this  market.  For 
steam  and  gas  purposes  it  has  no  superior,  is  highly  bituminous,  and  pos- 
sesses great  strength  and  durability.  It  is  largely  used  in  the  rolling  mills 
and  other  large  manufactories  where  heavy  power  is  essential.  It  is  also  in 
demand  for  gas  purposes,  both  here  and  in  many  of  the  western  towns.  The 
cost  laid  down  on  cars  here  is  on  an  average  about  $4.75  per  ton,  which, 
taking  into  account  its  superior  qualities,  makes  it  relatively  the  cheapest 
fuel  in  the  market,  especially  where  large  power  is  needed. 

Indiana. —  The  coal  fields  of  Indiana  have  recently  become  a  very  impor- 
tant feeder  to  this  market.  They  are  situated  in  Fountain  and  Clay  counties, 
about  one  hundred  and  twenty  to  one  hundred  and  forty  miles  from  Chicago. 
The  transportation  of  this  coal  forms  a  chief  item  in  the  traffic  of  the 
railroads  penetrating  these  fields,  and  for  the  cultivation  of  this  trade  very 
low  rates  of  freight  have  been  fixed  by  them.     There  are  two   different 
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qualities  of  coal  produced  in  this  region.  The  hloch  coal  is  but  very  slightly 
bituminous,  burning  very  light  and  dry,  and  is,  therefore,  not  desirable  as 
a  steam  coal.  Its  freedom  from  sulphur  and  other  impurities,  however, 
renders  it  valuable  for  iron  heating  purposes,  and  it  is  also  used  to  some 
extent  in  domestic  consumption.  The  bituminous  coal  from  this  section 
is  stronger  and  more  durable,  and  therefore  better  adapted  for  steam,  for 
which  it  now  occupies  an  important  place  here.  It  is  cheaply  mined,  and 
the  low  rate  of  freight  by  rail  admits  of  its  being  laid  down  here  at  a  price 
which  commends  it  to  large  consumers.  It  is,  therefore,  extensively  used 
in  manufacturing,  in  heating  large  buildings,  and  also  by  some  of  the  lead- 
ing railways  for  their  engines.  One  of  our  prominent  coal  firms  is  now 
furnishing  a  daily  supply  to  an  important  railway  company  at  the  very  low 
rate  of  $3.90  per  ton  on  cars  here,  at  which  price  it  is  found  to  be  the  most 
economical  fuel  that  can  be  obtained. 

Illinois.  —  The  extensive  workings  of  the  coal  fields  of  this  State,  situ- 
ated at  Wilmington,  Braidwood,  Streator,  etc.,  about  sixty  miles  from  Chi- 
x3ago,  are  also  capable  of  furnishing  an  inexhaustible  supply  of  coal  of  excellent 
quality,  at  very  low  prices.  It  is  of  much  the  same  quality  as  the  Indiana 
bituminous  coal,  the  remarks  concerning  which  will  apply  equally  to  this. 
The  cost  of  mining  is  more  than  in  Indiana,  but  this  is  nearly  counter- 
balanced by  the  shorter  distance,  giving  a  slightly  less  rate  of  freight,  and 
it  can  therefore  be  laid  down  here  at  about  the  same  price. 

It  will  therefore  be  seen  that  no  important  city  in  the  Union  is  more 
favorably  situated  than  Chicago  in  respect  to  its  coal  supply.  For  every 
purpose  a  suitable  quality  of  coal  is  provided  at  reasonable  rates,  especially 
for  manufacturing  purposes,  the  coal  from  this  State  and  Indiana,  pro- 
duced within  short  and  easy  access,  and  laid  down  here  at  the  extremely 
low  prices  noted,  places  Chicago  in  a  position,  in  this  respect,  of  which  she 
is  constantly  taking  advantage,  and  which  pre-eminently  marks  her  as  Differ- 
ing—  with  her  immense  railroad  facilities  —  the  highest  inducements  for 
the  establishment  of  large  manufactories  of  every  kind  in  her  midst. 

Question  Tenth:  "At  what  price  per  pound  can  sulphuric  acid,  of 
commercial  strength  and  quality,  be  delivered  or  manufactured  in  Chicago, 
in  quantity  from  three  to  six  thousand  pounds  daily  ?  " 

In  regard  to  the  manufacture  of  sulphuric  acid,  we  believe  that  no  city 
in  the  United  States  can  offer  superior  advantages  to  Chicago,  and,  indeed, 
we  are  informed  that  such  opinion  was  expressed  by  Dr.  Linderman  and 
Professor  Eogers,  who,  when  recently  in  Chicago,  visited  the  extensive 
chemical  works  established  here,  and  witnessed  the  unrivaled  facilities 
possessed  in  this  branch  of  manufacture.  The  price  of  sulphuric  acid  of 
commercial  strength  (66°  B.),  necessarily  varies  with  the  value  of  crude  ma- 
terials, and  depends,  to  a  certain  extent,  not  only  on  the  price  of  labor,  fuel 
and  working  capacity,  but  the  requisite  skill  to  utilize  all  the  gaseous  matter 
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from  crude  materials,  thereby  increasiDg  the  yield  beyond  that  usually  secured 
in  loosely  conducted  establishments.  The  Chicago  chemical  works  are 
now  prepared  to  furnish  ten  (10)  tons  of  sulphuric  acid  per  day,  which  can 
now  be  produced,  and  which  they  are  willing  to  sell,  in  quantities  as  pro- 
posed, at  rates  equal  to  those  ruling  in  eastern  cities.  We  would  also  remark 
that  although  freight  rates  to  Chicago  for  all  crude  materials  needed  in  the 
manufacture  of  sulphuric  acid  are  exceedingly  low,  we  have  a  supply  of 
them  in  close  proximity,  rendering  us  entirely  independent  of  foreign  pro- 
ducts when  advisable. 

Question  Eleventh:  "At  what  price  per  pound  can  pure  nitric,  or 
parting  acid,  be  delivered  or  manufactured  in  Chicago,  in  quantities  from 
three  to  six  thousand  pounds  daily?" 

The  remarks  made  in  regard  to  the  manufacture  and  supply  of  sulphuric 
will  apply  to  nitric  acid,  as  the  price  of  nitric  acid  depends  on  an  econom- 
ical supply  or  production  of  sulphuric  acid,  and  it  may  be  safely  asserted 
that  no  western  city  offers  advantages  superior  to  Chicago  for  this  manu- 
facture. The  crude  material,  viz.,  Chili  saltpetre,  can  be  delivered  here  at  a 
cost  not  exceeding  the  lowest  New  York  quotations,  plus  one-sixth  of  a  cent 
per  pound.  Our  Chicago  manufacturers  have  supplied  the  Western  Union 
Telegraph  Company  with  all  the  nitric  acid  they  have  required,  and  are 
now  prepared  to  furnish  an  additional  quantity  of  one  ton  daily,  and  can 
easily  enlarge  their  capacity  to  enable  them  to  increase  this  to  any  required 
limit.    The  price  will  at  all  times  correspond  to  that  of  sulphuric  acid. 

Question  Twelfth :  "  What  is  the  price  per  ton  of  half-ground  common 
salt?" 

The  three  sources  of  supply  of  salt  for  this  market  are :  the  Onondaga 
salt  works  at  Syracuse,  New  York,  the  extensive  salt  deposits  at  Saginaw, 
Michigan,  and  at  Coderich,  Canada,  the  two  latter  being  located  on  opposite 
sides  of  Lake  Huron.  With  each  of  these  points  the  communication  is  by 
water,  insuring  low  rates  of  freight;  indeed  this  article  is  frequently  brought 
to  our  port  as  ballast,  and  at  no  time  during  the  past  season  has  the  freight 
on  the  Onondaga  salt  exceeded  six  cents  a  barrel  of  300  pounds  from  Bujffalo, 
or  fifty  cents  a  ton  in  bulk  —  in  which  latter  state  it  is  principally  imported 
—  or  one  dollar  per  ton  from  Syracuse.  The  Saginaw  and  Goderich  article 
comes  at  an  equally  low  rate.  This  fact  has  made  Chicago  the  great  distrib- 
uting depot  for  this  necessary  article  to  all  points  in  the  Mississippi  Valley. 
It  is  a  significant  fact  bearing  upon  the  general  subject  of  the  present  report, 
that  the  qualities  of  salt  in  common  use  can  at  the  present  time,  and  at 
most  times,  be  purchased  at  retail  cheaper  in  this  city  than  at  Syracuse.  It 
is  shipped  in  large  quantities  to  St.  Louis  for  general  purposes,  and  to 
Denver,  Central  City,  and  other  mining  points,  for  use  in  smelting  and 
refining.  The  quality  required  for  the  latter  uses,  which  is  the  kind  referred 
to  in  the  question  propounded,  has  been  sold  here  as  low  as  three  dollars 
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per  ton,  and  the  price  has  varied  from  this  to  five  dollars.  It  can  at  the 
present  time  be  had  at  $3.50  to  $4  per  ton,  and  in  quantities  at  the  lowest 
figure  named. 

Question  Thirteenth :   "  At  what  price  can  pure  zinc   be  furnished,  in 
quantity  from  three  hundred  to  a  thousand  or  more  pounds  daily  ?  " 

There  are  extensive  zinc  works  located  in  our  city  and  its  vicinity.  The 
Chicago  Zinc  and  Mining  Company ;  those  of  Messrs.  Mathieson  &  Hegeler, 
Lasalle,  Illinois;  The  Illinois  Zinc  Company,  Peru,  Illinois;  The  Minei'al 
Point  Ziuc  Company,  Lasalle,  Illinois,  and  one  recently  put  in  operation 
at  Mineral  Point,  Wisconsin.  The  yield  of  these  various  works  exceeds 
seven  hundred  tons  per  month  of  pure  zinc.  The  ores  from  which  this 
product  is  obtained  are  the  sulphuret,  the  carbonate  and  the  silicate  of 
zinc,  and  are  found  in  inexhaustible  quantities  within  one  hundred  and 
fifty  miles  from  the  city,  in  connection  Avith  the  large  lead  deposits  of 
Northwestern  Illinois  and  Southwestern  Wisconsin,  of  which  Mineral  Point 
is  the  center.  They  are  nearer  to  this  city  than  similar  deposits  are  to  any 
other  principal  city  in  our  country,  and  the  cheap  freight  to  our  city  must 
insure  this  as  one  of  our  large  and  permanent  branches  of  trade.  Pure  zinc 
can  always  be  had  at  this  point  as  low  as  in  any  market  in  the  country.  At 
the  present  time,  by  an  arrangement  between  the  various  manufacturers, 
this  is  placed  in  the  principal  cities  west  of  the  seaboard  at  $7.40  per  100 
pounds. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  would  ask,  for  the  facts  here  presented, 
your  careful  attention.  The  questions  propounded  by  Dr.  Linderman  were 
prepared  with  a  full  understanding  of  the  information  required,  and  neces- 
sarily cover  a  wide  range.  While  endeavoring  to  meet  the  inquiries,  the 
effort  has  been  to  present  the  matter  in  a  form  as  concise  as  would  consist 
with  a  fair  statement  of  the  matters  referred  to.  Subjects  intimately  con- 
nected with  the  present  and  future  prosperity  of  our  city,  and  Avhich  at  first 
sight  seemed  to  stand  related  to  this  report,  have  been  passed  by,  that  it 
might  be  kept  within  reasonable  limits.  We  would  add,  what  perhaps  seems 
unnecessary,  that  the  facts  here  stated  have  been  obtained  with  care,  from 
the  most  accurate  sources,  and  are  capable  of  full  substantiation.
